MODEL ORCHARD WORK 


Success of the Plan of the Division of 


Zoology, Dept. of Agriculture. 


Orchards that were in charge of 


this Bureau, whether under the_ Pub- 
lic Demonstration Plan or for private 
Supervision Plan by the State's ex- 
perts, have shown improvement in 
the condition of the trees and the 
quality and quantity of the crop. 
Nearly everyone of the owners of 
such orchards have written to the of- 
fice of the Zoologist at Harrisburg 
expressing appreciation of the ser- 
vice, and asking that it be continued. 
This will be done. 


In addition to continuing the work 


in the orchards where it has already 
been undertaken provisions are made 
by the Bureau to take charge of ad- 
ditional Model Orchards. In fact, the 
chief work of the expert inspectors 
during the winter-and early part, of 
the spring will be in service of this 
kind. Several additional orchards in 
each county can be taken. 
Those 


orchard owners desiring this service 
should write at once for particulars 
to Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoolo- 
gist, Department of Agriculture, Har- 
risburg. Full details of plans will" be 
sent free upon application. 
As the 


service costs nothing, and means the 
cooperation of the experts with the 
orchard owners and the protection 
of trees from injuries by pests, and 
the production of more and better 
fruits, it is recommended that those 
who own orchards or contemplate 
planting should get into touch at once. 
with the persons offering this ser- 
vice.

WARNING AGAINST UNCOOKED 


AND RAW PORK 


While American people as a rule 


prefer cooked pork which is whole- 
some, there any many who unknow- 
ingly or deliberately consume pork 
in an uncooked condition, either in 
the form of raw ham or smoked saus- 
ages. 
In many districts, particular- 


ly in sections with large foreign pop- 
ulations, a great deal of pork is made 
privately or commercially into such 
products for home use or for sale. 


Great risk always attends the use 


of raw or undercooked pork. 
Tne 


illness which may result from eating 
raw pork, known as trichinosis, is 
caused by a parasite or a worm;" mi- 
croscopic in size, which occurs in 
the flesh of hogs. There is no known 
effective method of treating the dis- 
ease. 
The patient dies or recovers 


apparently irrespective of the nature 
of the treatment. 
Many who do not 


die have their health impaired. 


Statistics based on microscopic in- 


spection of over 8,000,000 hogs dur- 
ing a period of nine years in this 
country have shown that 1.41 per 
cent, of the hogs were infested with 
live trichinae. This fact alone makes 
it important that everyone who eats 
pork should, for the protection of 
health, eat it only when thoroughly 
cooked. 


How to Eat Pork Safely 


The trichina parasites die and be- 


come harmless when exposed to a 
temperature of 140 degrees F. for a 
short time 
In. the case of uncured 


pork the thoroughness of the cooking 
can be judged bj whether the meat 
clear to the center of the piece has 
lost its reddish, bloody appearance 
and has become more or less white 
in color. 
In order to obtain a tem- 


perature of 140 degrees at the cen- 
ter it is necessary that the tempera- 
ture to which the piece of meat is ex- 
posed during cooking should be con- 
siderably higher than 140 degrees. 


How Long to Cook Poi-R 


The following rule for cooking 


pork by boiling is based on careful 
experiments carried out by a Danish 
investigator: 


Cook the meat 15 minutes (sum- 


mer) 
to IS minutes (w'inter) for 


each pound of weight if put into boil- 
ing water, keeping the water boiling 
throughout the cooking ^process. 
If 


the meat is put into cold water, de- 
duct half the time required to bring 
the water to a boil. 


Examples: How long should a 10- 


pound ham be boiled if placed in 
boiling water?

Spraying With IJght Apparatus A 
An Allegheny County correspon- 


dent wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, 
economic Zoologist, Harrisburg, Pa., 
for information as to whether it was 
necessary to use a traction or high 
power spray pump in order to obtain 
good results in spraying for scale. 
Professor 
Surface's 
reply will be 


found of value to others, and is as 
follows: 


"Replying to your letter > of 
the 


loth inst., asking if it is necessary to 
use- a traction spray pump to spray 
trees, or if good work 'in spraying can 
b«J done with -a small pump, I can 
say that it can be in a thoroughly ef- 
fective manner, with any kind of 
pump or apparatus that will cover 
the bark "'of twigs, branches and 
trunks with the liquid. 
In fact, I 


know of a man near Harrisburg who 
sprayed a few unusually, large apple 
trees with a very small hand pump, 
that worked like a squirt gun. He 
climbed the tree with a ladder, and 
with the strong lime-sulphur solution 
m a bucket, and drew the liquid intS 
a hand pump, and sprayed it over 
the trees, continuing this until he had 
covered them, and he afterwards said 
that he had excellent results in the 
control of the scale." 


"It does not make any difference 


in fact whether the trees are sprayed 
or washed. It is not essential for the 
lime-sulphur solution to go on the 
trees in the form of a spray in order 
to kill the scale. It can be applied, 
as a solid stream, and will do the 
work, and also will* ,not injure the 
trees in the least. If a light pump is 
used at an elevation by which" the 
trees could be reached, and the up- 
per and lower sides of the branches 
were covered by, the liquid, it is all 
that could be expected-even from a 
larger or heavier pump', and the re- 
sults should be satisfactory. 
That is 


one of the beauties of the lime-sul- 
phur preparation, that it does not 
make any difference how the lime- 
sulphur is applied, just so it covers 
the bark. 
I understand that is not 


true of the-oils, as one cannot do a 
heavy job of drenching without injur- 
ing the trees, but even with oil sprays 
a light pump can be used in such a 
way as to be as satisfactory as a 
heavy pump. 
The only difficulty is 


that with' a light apparatus it takes 
much longer to be thorough in the 
application."

Varieties of Apples For a Home 


Orchard 


A correspondent from the eastern 


part of Pennsylvania wrote to State 
Zoologist H. , A. Surface asking for 
information concerning the varieties 
of apples to plant for a "family orch- 
ard of fifty to sixty trees, that would 
give as near as possible apples for 
the whole year around. 
How far 


apart should they be planted, and 
what is beat to use as fillers? Would 
you advise digging holes with dyna- 
mite?" 


To this Professor Surface replied 


as follows: 


"If I were planting an apple orch- 


ard of about fifty, to sixty trees in 
this State for family use, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining apples the whole 
year round, I would plant one-year- 
old trees, forty feet apart, and would 
use for fillers some peach, some sour 
cherry, some sweet cherry, 
some 


plum and some dwarf pear trees. 


"I would not dig the holes with 


dynamite, as I consider it very ex-' 
pensive and generally useless as far 
as practical results are concerned, if 
the soil is properly adapted to tree 
growth. 
The-varieties I recommend 


are as follows: 


Yellow Transparent, 2; RedAstra- 


chan, 2; Maiden Blush, 2; Summer 
Rambo, 2; Sweet Bough, 2; Smoke- 
house, 3; Grimes Golden, 2; Jona- 
than, 3; Rome Beauty, 2; Stayman 
Winesap, 4; Winter Sweet Paradise, 
2; Lady Sweeting, 2; Tolman Sweet, 
2; Hyslop's Crab, 2; Transcendent 
Crab, 2; Baldwin, 2; King, 2; Grav- 
enstein, 2; Delicious, 2; Stark, 2; 
Hubbardston, 2; Ben Davis, 2. 


"If you should wish to increase 


the apples for winter and spring use 
I should select and make this in- 
crease 
among such as 
Jonathan, 


Rome Beauty and Stayman for the 
southern part of the State, or Bald- 
win, 
Spy and Hubbardston for the 


northern part. Please remember this 
is for home planting only, and is a 
larger list than is needed in most 
home orchards. 


"For commercial purposes I should 


cut it down to one or two good varie- 
ties for each season, or not more than 
three or four of the winter varieties."

DISCOVERY OF GOLD IN 1848 


lu 1509 there was published in 


Spain, a promantic story. in which 
was described the adventures of an 
imaginary queen named Calafia, rul- 
ing a nation of Amazons on an island/ 
called 
California. 
This mythical 


kingdom, rich in gold, diamonds 
pearls, was supposed to be a part of 
the East Indies. "Know that on the 
;Eight hand of the Indies," says the 
'atfthor, "there is an island called 
"ealifornia, 
peopled by Amazons. 


TJxeir arms were all of gold, and so 
was the harness of the wild beasts 
tftejs Jta'med' arid rode; for in the 
whole island there was no metal but 
gold." Cortez was familiar with this 
story, and when he landed on Pacific 
Coast of America, in 1534, thinking 
he was only a little "on the right 
hand of the Indies," he recalled the 
tale and hopefully named the penin- 
sular California, although he \knew 
nothing of the nature of the place he 
was visiting. 


From the beginning of recorded 


time the lure of gold in abundance; 
easily secured, has influenced men's 
minds and led them to imagine its 
presence in every new and un- 
explored locality. 
And it was so 


with California; rumors of this na- 
ture were occasionally heard and 
Indians sometimes brought 
small 


quantities of dust to the Spanish Mis- 
sions, as they did in Mexico. But 
there was no definite knowledge by 
white men of any considerable source 
of precious metal in California until 
the later forties. It was, indeed, as 
Miller says* "an American discov- 
rery." 


As late as 1835, Alexander Forbes, 


British Consul at Monterey, wrote a 
history of California !iri which he 
states, "No minerals of particular im- 
portance have yet been found in Up- 
per California, nor any ores of min- 
erals." 


Only seven years before Marshall's 


discovery, James D. Dana, the min- 
eralogist who accomplished the Com- 
odore 'Wllkes expedition in a profes- 
sional capacity to the coast of Cali- 
fornia'and who'examined the coun- 
try from the Columbia River to San 
Francisco, mentioned the subject of 
gold in a casual way only, in making 
his official report to Congress, stating 
that evidence of it had been seen in 
the-Sacramento River and in South- 
ern Oregon, but apparently regard- 
ing the fact as of little importance. 


In San Francisquito Canon, about 


sixty miles north of Los Angeles, a 
very little gold was separated by 
placer washing at irregular intervals 
between 1839 and 1848. 
But the 


amount of metal secured was so in- 
considerable that it was merely a 
matter of local interest. 


Nature did her work on a grand 


scale in 
California. 
Tremendous 


convulsions in ages past forced mil- 
lions of tons of gold-bearing and sil- 
ver-bearing rock up into the form of 
mountains. 
As centuries rolled on, 


the rush of the montain storms and 
floods wore off and washed down 
along the slopes countless particles 
of many substances, among them bits 
of gold and silver, 
finally .distributed 
along the beds of rivers fed by the 
mountain streams. Silver exposed to 
air and moisture rots and becomes 
indistinguishable to the unpracticed 
eye: 
"but a particle of gold, even 


the smallest particle, whatever for- 
tune overtakes it, remains as perfect 
to the end of time as when, it was 
placed in its rocky bed by the finger 
of God." It was gold in this obvious 
form that first attracted the atten- 
tion of James W. Marshall and led 
to all the wonderful changes that 
have since been witnessed in the 
Golden State. Marshall, who was in 
a \yay both employe and partner of 
John A. Sutter, an early colonist dur- 
ing the Mexican regime, had ascend- 
ed the banks of the American River 
to a point about forty miles northeast 
of the present city of Sacramento, 
and built there a sawmill in which 
he purposed to dress a quantity of 
lumber to be. used in furthering Sut- 
ter's building enterprise. 


On January 24, 1848, Marshall 


noticed and gathered up a few bits 
of shining metal from the mill-race. 
These he later showed to Sutter, who 
tested them and pronounced them 
gold. The work at the mill was con- 
tinued as usual for a few weeks, the 
importance of the discovery not be- 
ing realized.

Hawks JProtected 


It should be remembered that there 


are more species of Hawks in Penn- 
.sylvania that are protected by law at 
some time of year than there are not 
protected or upon which a bounty is 
offered. It also is true^ that a bounty 
of fifty cents each is now offered, in 


different counties that have pro- 


vided for it according to law, upon all 
hawks of the kinds not protected, and 
which are as follows: 
Duck Hawk, 


Goshawkf Pigeoa - Hawk, 
Sharp- 


shinned Hawk and Cooper's Hawk. 


The two most common haw'ks in 


this State are the Red-shouldered and 
•the Red-tailed HaVks, and these are 
as fully protected by law as are 
wrens, bluebirds or robins.

The number of grasshoppers 


and caterpillars that they eat in a 
season is j-emarkable, while the dam- 
age done by mice is so great as to be 
appalling. Hawks and Owls are the 
chief enemies of the Tnice in fields, 
orchards and woods. 
They should 


be preserved for tfie sake of saving 
the crops on trees. 


All Owls are protected in Penn- 


sylvania excepting' the Great-horned 
Owl, 
and, consequently, the smaller 


or more uncommon species of Owls, 
such as the Red or Barn Owl, also 
called the 
Sliort-eared 
Owl,

Spraying to Aid Scale Parasites 
A gentleman from Bedford County 


wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface, State 
Zoologist, Harrisburg, Pa., asking "if 
the newspaper accounts concerning a 
parasite destroying San Jose Scale 
were correct," and also asked for in- 
formation concerning the parasite 
and its work. 
To the above com- 


munication Professor Surface replied, 
in consistency with his previous ad- 
vice concerning the parasite, which is 
to the effect that the spray pump 
should not be abandoned until one is 
sure the parasites have been cleaning 
up the scale on the premises. 
The 


reply is as follows: 


"Concerning the parasites of the 


San Jose Scale I can say that it is 
absolutely true that they have clean- 
ed up the scale in nearly all the 
orchards in this immediate region 
and in adjoining counties. 
In my 


own orchard of over one hundred 
acres I do not think there is a live 
scale today. I had a few, apple trees 
of large size that had never been 
sprayed for the scale, but the scale is 
dead on these due to the work of 
the parasites. 
However, I do not 


recommend abandoning the use of 
the spray pump. A person is abso- 
lutely foolish who infers this, and 
who does this. 
I have encouraged 


the continued use of the spray pump 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
parasites of the scale are .doing the 
good work claimed for them in clean- 
ing it-up. If your people are not us- 
ing the spray pump it is not because 
there are parasites present, but it is 
because they are indifferent or lazy. 
I have tried hard to induce spraying 
in that region, and have offered 
Tnany demons'trations in pruning and 
spraying wherever they are needed 
and wherever the public will attend. 
As yo.u say, spraying is necessary. 
If 


a man does not spray thoroughly- he 
does but little good. 


"I myself have advocated laws in 


this State compelling the cleaning up 
of infected orchards and trees, and, 
in fact, had such a law introduced by 
the last Legislature, but it was killed 


do not understand 
I think it is up to 


by persons who 
the value of it. 
the, fruit growers and farmers to get 
this legislation, and not up to me or 
any other State officer to take the 
passage of such a law up and put it 
through. If there were such a law I 
should be glad to enforce it, but it 
should not be the duty of the person 
in my position both to obtain it and 
enforce it 
The intelligent citizens 


like yourself should see that such 
laws are passed. 


"There is no danger of my writing 


that a person does not need to spray 
because there is a parasite cleaning 
up the scale, although as a matter of 
truth in several counties in this part 
of the State no spraying is necessary 
this season for this very reason "
